THE WORLD HEALTH SITUATION 


First, the state health the world. the 
States find ourselves beginning the second half 
the Twentieth Century with population about 
million people.

Our 
meets, even our slums, not present hordes openly 
starving people. the vast majority in- 
live comfortable homes, with adequate 
wide choice, our children attend good schools, 
and roads are extensive and good quality, 
have generally good working conditions and 
amount leisure time devote wide 
personal, social, religious, and cultural di- 
Our national death rate has reached the amaz- 
point about nine deaths per 1,000 population 
year, and our average life expectancy birth the 
amazing high almost years—and the 
continues down while the latter continues 
longer. Because have the advantage 
educational opportunities, excellent 
profession, fine hospitals and generally avail- 
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able sound public health organizations, few infants 
die and impending motherhood approached 
normal, natural phenomenon rather than with fear and 
dread. 

Not only are the historic captains death the 
run the majority have been overtaken and vanquished. 
Thus, most parts the United States usually 
impossible any longer demonstrate medical stu- 
dents typhoid, diphtheria, malaria, typhus, and 
host other diseases. Even tuberculosis, while still 
with us, has had the biological balance turned against 
and constantly lessening incidence. 

But what the health the world whole? 
Frankly, not good. true that number other 
countries enjoy state national health similar 
ours, and several even better. Nevertheless, must 
face the cold fact that are the exception and not 
the rule—that the approximately billions human 
beings earth, the vast majority exist state 
near actual misery that they constantly walk with 
preventable death their sides. Here are few ex- 
amples. 


Life Expectancy 


While the people the United States now have 
life expectancy birth about years, for most 
the world the figure the thirties. most places 
the world, the baby being born not carefully placed 
skilled masked nurse, and fed carefully compounded 
formula from sterile bottle. Rather, the cord may 
bitten cut with stone handy knife, and often 
cow dung put the wound astringent. (This 
practice frequently results tetanus neonatorum, 
not insignificant cause infant death throughout the 


te 
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world.) The baby wrapped whatever cloths may 
available. Its early life spent the floor, jogging 
the back its mother, the common bed 
dirty blankets corner the dwelling. compute 
infant death rates most places the basis per 
1,000 per 10,000 live births absurdity. One 
figures percent—30, 40, 50!

Malaria 


There exist throughout the world each year about 
300 million malaria, twice the population. 
India alone there are 100 million cases with one 
million deaths each year directly from this single dis- 
ease, plus another million deaths estimated in- 
directly caused it. 


Schistosomiasis 


Schistosomiasis disease spread infected snails. 
The organism the so-called liver fluke which passes 
from infected water through the skin into the blood, 
bladder, and liver, causing chronic distress, debility 
and frequently death. Because the physical dis- 
ability causes, constitutes major economic handi- 
World-wide, the estimated number cases approaches 
the figure the population. 


Helminthiases 


worm infestations represent one 
the greatest drains human energy and health, and 
some them, like hookworm, are true causes slow, 
dragging death. Careful estimates have been made 
their extent, and the resulting figures are staggering. 
recall that when studied parasitology was fascin- 
ated the life story the Dragon Guinea worm 
Dracunculus medinesis which enters larvae through 
the gastro-intestinal tract, matures, and makes its way 
through the tissues appear anywhere the skin 
discharge its eggs. also got the impression that was 
very rare. This far from actuality, since approxi- 
mately million people act host it. Hookworm, 
the so-called ‘‘assassin worm,’’ which sucks the life- 
blood and strength population, affects about 460 
million throughout the world, over 200 million India 
alone. For the round worm Ascaris, the total case load 
has been estimated about 650 million. China’s load 
has been figured 335 million with enough adult 
Ascarids equivalent the combined weight 
almost half million adult men, and consume enough 
precious food annually from the bellies the already 
hungry Chinese feed the entire nations Guatemala 
and Costa Rica together. 

While there are just under 2,200 millions people 
earth, there appear just over 2,200 millions 
various helminthic infestations among them. 


The larger share them are the under-developed 
areas the world.

Many, many 
millions are affected trachoma degree less than 
total blindness. idea the burden 
volved may obtained from figures from much 
smaller country. Tunisia, with only 3,500,000 inhabi- 
tants, loses about million work days per year because 
trachoma. 


Yaws 


Yaws disease not death, but disability. 
spread crowded insanitary living. results 
growths, extensive scarring, and disabling 
contractions. most frequently acquired child- 
hood and early adulthood. One injection the proper 
dosage the right type penicillin will bring about 
the most dramatic, impressively rapid recovery. 
exists many parts the world, but the new 
Indonesia the worst affected, with probably 
million. While this country misuse 
for all sorts minor ailments, these people wait and 
hope for that one injection which will enable them 
work and give them back reason for living.

RELATIONSHIP HEALTH OTHER PROBLEMS 


What our stake helping alter this situation? 
Health, good ill, does not exist vacuum. need 
thinking merely terms health and disease, 
and must think terms health and society. other 
words, one writer has said, ‘‘Good public health 
more than the absence disease. part good 
Good and adequate food necessary good 
health, but good health prerequisite good agri- 
Improved economy obviously aids good health, 
but the latter necessary for the former. goes, 
public health but part much larger whole, and 

Increasingly one hears alarms neo-Malthusians 
that save further lives the application 
health measures the people underdeveloped 
merely invites disaster from overpopulation 
the added lives cannot fed. While such argu- 
most certainly call for serious thought and con- 
tern, there are certain off-setting factors which may 
pointed out. 

Let consider the and agricultural 
quences malaria control alone. people freed from 
malaria better able work schools, farms and 
becomes more self-sufficient, its standard 
goes up, and gradually forms increasing 
market for materials and products from other places. 


This has been demonstrated repeatedly and conclu- 
sively, both private enterprise and governmental 
agencies. Beyond the expected benefits more ener- 
getic humans and more land put better agriculture 
are some unanticipated results. Thus Greece, for 
example, where previously four out five people were 
malaria victims and dependent upon aid from outside, 
vigorous DDT campaign since 1947 not only has 
tically eradicated the disease destroying mosquitos 
and increased agricultural production much 
percent, but the concurrent effect upon other insect 
pests has resulted significant weight gains and milk 
yields cattle, increased egg yields poultry, and 
has saved the olive industry wiping out the Dakus fly. 

Across India and Nepal, the base the Himalayas 
lies the Terain plain, vast tract rich and fertile 
land. Since time immemorial has been the haunt 
tigers, elephants, and malaria-bearing anophelines. 
Repeated attempts settle the area have failed because 
malaria. This great area badly needed feed the 
people India now finally being opened 
result vigorous DDT campaign. Since 1948, 35,000 
acres have been cleared and put into production, and 
new industrial undertakings such flour and rice 
mills and fruit preservation plants have been initiated. 
1951 the population was almost 300,000, and this 
just beginning. Incidentally, one Indian official 
wryly pointed out that this was probably the only 
instance DDT eradicating tigers—their forests were 
taken away from them. malaria removed from 
India (and can done), will mean regaining 
million man-days productive labor per year which 
would have been lost due the disease. True, the In- 
dian and other governments will need help, some 
from us. But not give it, what the result? 
has been estimated that pay the equivalent 
percent ‘‘malaria everything import from 
malarious country, and for India alone this amounts 
$13,000,000 per year. 

Consider the significance just one other 
disease situation. Lying across Central Africa 
broad belt what many consider some the 
best agricultural and grazing land the world—equal 
better quality that our midwest Argentina.

Perhaps most important the long run the multi- 
lateral joint action all nations through the World 
Health Organization the WHO represents 
true and complete sharing all available resources 
mind and pocketbook toward common goal. has 
appeal all nations because all—big and small, rich 
and poor—have voice and opportunity partici- 
pate partners. 


Private Agencies 

Another element, smaller perhaps size, but first 
pioneering world health, the private volun- 
tary efforts represented the Rockefeller Foundation, 
the Kellogg Foundation, the Unitarian Service 
Committee, and host other private agencies.

Technical Cooperation Administration 

balance are the bilateral programs represented the 
Point programs the Mutual Security Administra- 
tion and particularly the Technical Cooperation Ad- 
ministration.

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Gamma Globulin Supply Inadequate 
Meet Polio Demands 


The supply gamma globulin California for use 
the prevention infantile paralysis during the 1953 
polio season expected extremely inadequate 
meet the anticipated demand California parents 
desiring this protection for their children. This the 
dilemma facing the advisory committee medical, 
public health and technical experts appointed assist 
the State Department Public Health developing 
plan for the distribution gamma globulin Cali- 
fornia. (See article this issue listing names this 
committee.) The committee was appointed the State 
Board Health March 6th, and held its first 
meeting with the department March 11th explore 
the overwhelming task assigned it. 

March 13th, the Office Defense Mobilization, 
the federal agency designated parcel out the avail- 
able supply and establish policies for its use, notified 
the State Department Public Health that California 
would receive initial allotment gamma globulin 
about May 1st. This allotment will the basis 
times the median number reported cases for 
the five-year period, 1947-1951. This median approx- 
imately 3,000 cases, which means California’s initial 
allotment would approximately 120,000 This 
would about 12,000 immunizing doses; 
considered average protective dose. Additional 
gamma globulin will made available, based this 
season’s occurrence poliomyelitis, using formula 
yet developed the National Research Council. 
The National Council has been asked the 
Office Defense Mobilization gather together ex- 
perts give advice allocations. 

Present information indicates that the entire Na- 
tion’s supply for use this year will about million 
protective doses. California alone has about million 
children under years age—the group highest 
susceptibility infantile paralysis. 

While fact that there just won’t enough 
gamma globulin around, also true that gamma 
globulin leaves much desired protective agent. 

There evidence indicating that gamma globulin 
does not prevent paralysis from occurring all 
and has apparent value the treatment the 
disease after symptoms have been recognized. Further, 
its immunizing ability temporary. There appar- 
ently little preventive effect for the first week after 
the injection given, which means that persons already 
exposed when the immunizing dose given could be- 
come ill before the injection had time take effect. 
The immunizing effect gamma globulin believed 
last only about five six weeks. Therefore, unless 
the child has had mild form the disease during
